Standing at the back of the el- 
evator was a professional wrestler. 
He stood about six feet, with blonde 
hair pulled back in a ponytail. I was 
excited as we moved ahead into the 
club. 

We eventually made our way 
to the dance floor, and because of the 
way that the club is laid out, the up- 
per level looks over the dance floor. 
I looked up and saw a pretty big guy 
leaning on the rail, looking out over 
the crowd that was dancing. I turned 
to my sister and said, "That guy looks 



like Bubba Ray Dudley". 
She then dared me to go and 
see if it was him, and if so, 
to approach him and say 
"hello". She didn't need to 
ask me twice. As I made my 
way upstairs, the DJ 
"Juiceman" Jonathan Shaw 
(an old friend), kept making 
reference to wrestlers, as 
though they were either 
present, or expected to be 
present shortly. So, I ap- 
proached the area where I 
thought I had seen Bubba 
Ray, and sure enough it was 
him.

"legit"). From here I had opportu- 
nity to shake hands with the wrestler 
that I had seen in the elevator at the 
beginning of the night. While shak- 
ing his hand, I leaned toward him and 
said, "You are, without a doubt, the 
most under-rated superstar in the en- 
tire Federation". Christian smirked, 
chuckled and then said, "Tell me 
about it. Thanks though, that means 
a lot". The night was almost over, 
with possibly the biggest thrill yet to 
come. There, in front of me, was one 
of the biggest wrestling stars that 
Canada has ever produced. A former

HEAVYWEIGHT CHAMPION all 
rolled into one package. I'm talking 
about the "Ayatollah of Rock and 
Roll-ah", the Man of 1004 holds, the 
Lionheart, the Millennium Man, Y2J- 
CHRIS JERICHO!! I walked toward 
him and stuck my hand out. He took 
my hand and I told him that I thought 
that he cuts the best heel promos in 
the business. He responded with, 
"Thanks a lot. It was good to meet 
you". The first thing that I noticed 
was that Jericho is HUGE. I've seen 
some big boys "hangin' and bangin'" 
in the gym, pushing some heavy shit 
around, but Jericho would dwarf 
these guys with ease. It was particu- 
larly surprising only because he 
doesn't look all that big when he's 
on television. It really put wrestlers 
into a different perspective for me. 
With that, he left and the wrestlers 
that were once present were nothing 
more than a memory. But none 
would be or could be nearly as sweet 
as mine.

The article that appeared in last week's issue, "A Dictator For Us 
All" annoyed others and myself quite a bit, as Mr. Bowes attitude toward 
the Canadian Forces and its members is unjustified and insulting. 

He states that having the military present at LU "dissatisfies" him, 
but does he realize we're here every day? Some students are Regular Force 
Officers in training; others are Reservists like myself, and there are those 
who are ex-members of the CF. Many more students have relatives in the 
Forces, some of who are serving overseas right now. The military IS a part 
of this school, whether Mr. Bowes likes it or not. 

Why our recruiters would *'disgust" him is rather puzzling. What is 
so terrible about the CF that we should hide in shame?

Now, Death to Smoochy is 
not your typical Danny DeVito / 
Robin Williams comedy. Although 
the movie is about two children's tel- 
evision hosts, this movie is a purely 
adult comedy including profanity, 
sex, Nazis and Mafia style gangland 
killings including decapitation and 
torture. Just what we all look for in a 
movie. 

The basis of the movie is sim- 
ple. Robin Williams stars as Rainbow 
Randolph, the most popular kid's 
host on television. When Rainbow is 
indited by the FBI for accepting 
bribes by parents who want their kid 
to be in the front of dance sequences 
on the show, KidNet, the children's 
television network headed by M.

Once Smoochy is hired he 
becomes bigger than the homeless, 
insane Rainbow Randolph who is on 
a mission to rid the world of 
Smoochy and regain his place at the 
top. The movie is funny on so many 
levels. The characters themselves 
will keep you in stitches, but the situ- 
ations they get themselves into are 
classic. 

One thing about this movie that 
makes it so funny is the small jokes 
that most of the people in the theatre 
with me seemed to miss. From Rain- 
bow Randolph's opening theme 
where he sings that "Friends come 
in all sizes, some like to throw and 
some like to catch", to Sheldon 
Mopes explaining that he came up 
with the character of Smoochy when 
he was taking court ordered anger 
management classes, it is jokes like 



these that are not only twisted, but 
they add to the dark comedy core of 
the movie. 

Everyone in the movie does 
an amazing job in their roles. Edward 
Norton does great in a definite twist 
form his past roles as he plays an 
environmental fanatic rhino intent on 
saving the world one child at a time. 
Norton plays nmve so well, but you 
can see the underlying rage that 
Sheldon has as the movie wears on. 

Robin Williams seems back in 
his old Mork and Mindy environment 
with the role of Rainbow Randolph. 
He seems to have let go of the seri- 
ousness of trying to get an Oscar and 
getting some actual recognition in 
Hollywood, Rainbow Randolph is 
the perfect role for Williams as he 
gets to act as insane as he wants and 
he will never be over the top. 

One actor who steals many of 
the scenes in the movie is Michael 
Rispoli (The Soprano's Jackie Aprile) 
as Spinner Dunn, Spinner is a former 
boxing champ with a record of 82- 
49 who is the front man in a restau- 
rant with his aunt who is actually a 
head in the Irish Mafia. Spinner is the 
most punch drunk boxer ever who is 
a huge fan of Smoochy who's con- 
nections not only get him on the 
show, but also puts Smoochy in the 
middle of a Mafia war with the Ital- 
ian Mafia who run charity ice shows. 
If there is one character who you will 
not forget in this movie it will be 
Spinner Dunn. 

Many people in the theatre 
with me weren't really laughing, but 
you have to expect this widi a movie 
like this. The movie is very smart and 
is not written to make the lowest 
common denominator laugh hysteri- 
cally. Smoochy is not a Jim Carey 
ass-joke movie. Smoochy is more 
along the lines of War of the Roses 
or Romancing the Stone (both of 
which were also directed by Danny 
DeVito). The jokes are funny, but also 
smart.
